As to applicant's arguments that Widman fails to disclose that the device is formed as a unitary member, although elements 30 and 34 
are separate members, they are connected together making a unit member serving to perform one particular function. Therefore, 
Widman discloses this limitation. 

As to applicant's arguments with respect to the rejection of claim 13 in view of Tinnerman, the rejection is maintained. The applicant try 
to make a point by saying that the drawings establish why is important to have these planar portions at both sides of the projection. 
However, the current specification does not provide support to his arguments, i.e., there is no disclosure of why is important to have 
planar portions at opposite sides of the projection in the current specification. Furthermore, even if the examiner will consider that having 
planar surfaces at opposite sides of the projection would facilitate mechanical attachment, as proposed by the applicant in page 6 lines 
22-25, the current specification does not teach how it would facilitate mechanical attachment of the base with the component. 
Also, Tinnerman already discloses that at a side of the projection, the device has a planar surface to facilitate the attachment of the 
device with the component. It would have been obvious to one ordinary skill in the art to provide an additional planar surface at the other 
side of the projection since the since the duplication of components, to have two surfaces instead of one surface, of a prior art device is a 
design consideration within the skill of the art. Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
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
